Turnpike Bill 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. AP - 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes sign­ 
ed his toll turnpike bill today, 
rejecting constitutional objec­ 
tions filed by House Republi­ 
cans. 
He said setting up a Turnpike 
Authority composed of himself 
and 
the 
six - member State 
Highway 
Commission 
was 
clearly constitutional. And he 
noted that no revenue bonds is­ 
sued by the 
authority 
would 
constitute a debt or a pledge 
of the state's credit. 
Under the bill, which becomes 
law Oct. 13, the Highway Com­ 
mission could lease toll roads 
from the Turnpike Authority and 
continue to operate them. Op - 
ponents charged such a use of 
gasoline tax money would be un­ 
constitutional. 
But 
the 
governor 
said 
"sources of 
revenue to 
the 
State Highway Commission are 
not limited to gasoline tax mon­ 
eys; therefore, it 
would 
be 
impossible to say that any con­ 
templated expendiure 
of the 
State 
Highway 
Commission 
came 
from 
gasoline 
tax 
moneys." 
He 
added that sale of 
toll 
road bonds under a similar law 
has been held constitutional by 
the Supreme Court of Kentucky. 
"While Senate bill No. 2 is e s­ 
sentially for the development of 
a road system, it 
could well 
be said to direct itself to the 
general economic development 
of the state,” the governor said, 
"and is good legislation for the 
entire economy." 
Opponents also had objected to 
using the Highway Patrol on any 
turnpikes but the governor said 
the patrol's authority "to en­ 
force traffic laws at all points 
is well defined and cannot be

Some 35 billion shares of stock have been 
traded since 21 brokers and three partner­ 
ships gathered 175 years a g o on an unimpressive 
little New York City lane called Wall Street 
and signed a pledge to deal with each other. 
They arranged to meet daily under a button­ 
wood tree to sell and buy securities among 
themselves. 
Hence the accord signed 
on 
May 17, 1792 is known as the 
Buttonwood 
Agreement. 
The business and financial establishment set 
up then eventually became the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
Today more than 500,000 miles of 
telephone and telegraph wires connect the ex­ 
change’s trading floor to 3,800 offices of mem­ 
ber firms in the United States and overseas.

How can potentially hazardous locations in 
your city be eliminated to help a spot highw ay 
safety program? 
Here are some common city problems - and 
solutions - recommended by Allen T. Hayes, 
traffic engineer of Lansing, Mich. 
Problem; 
In almost every city, parked cars 
can be seen waiting for workers to emerge 
from industrial plants, stores and office build­ 
ings. 
These “pick-up” cars often create 
jams. 
Solution: 
An unpopular but effective solution, 
according to Hayes, is a “No Stopping, Standing 
or Parking” regulation coupled with strict, 
constant enforcement and high fines. 
Problem: 
Drive-in facilities with limited 
parking space, 
including banks, auto-washes, 
drive-in theaters and restaurants, can cause 
congestion and a line of backed-up cars that 
may extend into the traveled lane of the street. 
Solution: 
Hayes, admitting this business­ 
generated problem is a difficult one, suggests 
a combined approach involving the coopera­ 
tion of city planners, traffic engineers and 
legislative bodies to curb the problem. 
Problem: 
Removing bushes, hedges, shrubs 
or trees because they constitute a traffic 
hazard may bring cries of protest from owners. 
Solution: A letter from the Forestry Division, 
pointing out the traffic hazard to the property 
owner, has been quite effective, Hayes reports, 
and has produced excellent public relations bene­ 
fits. 
Problem: 
How can you prevent drivers from 
running stop signs placed one block in advance 
of traffic signals? Hayes discovered that many 
drvers, watching the traffic signal ahead, ran 
the stop sign because they did not see it. 
Solution: 
Extra traffic control signs seem to 
be the best solution. At certain intersections, 
additional stop signs placed in, the center of the 
street produce good results. 
If your area has high-accident locations, 
it 
can qualify for federal spot highway improve­ 
ment funds, provided on a 50/50 matching 
basis by the Bureau of Public Roads when 
accident statistics are submitted to the agency.

May Congress refuse to seat 
one of its members and, in ef­ 
fect, declare his seat vacant? 
Or is an unseated or a seated 
but expelled congressman still 
a congressman by virtue of his 
election, something like an ex­ 
communicated Catholic priest 
who remains a priest by virtue 
of his ordination? 
In the one case, the ultimate 
authority proceeds from a pow­ 
er higher than the church. In 
the other, the ultimate author­ 
ity resides with a power higher 
than the Congress -- the voters 
of the particular congressional 
district 
concerned, 
however 
misguided the rest of the nation 
may think them to be. 
More than Adam Clayton Pow­ 
ell's congressional 
status is 
involved in the answer to this 
question. There is also his 
continued immunity from a r­ 
rest in the libel case 
which 
started all his difficulties. 


The 
Constitution is 
vague 
on the point. Section 5 of Ar­ 
ticle I states only that “ each 
House shall be the judge of the 
elections, returns and qualifi­ 
cations of its own members," 
and that “ each House may de­ 
termine the rules 
of its pro­ 
ceedings, punish its members 
for disorderly 
behavior, and, 
with the 
concurrence of two 
thirds, 
expel a 
member." 
It says nothing about the Sen­ 
ate's or the House of Represen­ 
tatives’ authority to exclude an 
elected member or for a state 
governor to act on that basis 
and call for a new election. 
Powell believes the 
Consti­ 
tution's 
silence Is in his fa­ 
vor, since he otherwise meets 
the 
constitutional 
require­ 
ments of age, citizenship and 
residence - and duly certified 
election. He 
intends to carry 
the matter all the way to the 
Supreme Court. 
Clearly, this will bring a con­

having to seat him In the future 
and expel him, either as the re­ 
sult of a new election (which 
he would undoubtedly win) or a 
judicial ruling in his favor.

NEED FOR REFORM IS NOW 
The 
first 
constitutional 
amendment proposing Reform 
of the system of electing the 
President of the United States 
was offered to Congress more 
than 170 years ago - onjanuary 
6, 1797. 
Hardly a session of 
Congress has passed since then 
without one or more resolutions 
of this kind being Introduced. 
Yet none of the proposed con­ 
stitutional 
amendments 
have 
even 
been 
submitted 
to the 
states. 
The need for Reform 
still exists. 
Congress could, at its pres­ 
ent session, approve for sub­ 
mission to the State Legisla­ 
tures, a constitutional amend­ 
ment that would make the needed 
changes without abolishing the 
Electoral College. This is the 
best way, 
for the Electoral 
method is 
among the 
basic 
tenets laid down by the Found­ 
ers of Freedom to make the 
United states a Republic. 
The 
Congressional 
District 
Reform Plan, or CONDIRP for 
short, would preserve 
the 
Electoral College but 
would 
eliminate 
the present pro­ 
cedure for 
giving a 
state's 
entire 
Electoral vote 
to one 
candidate. Electors would be 
chosen by the voters, one for 
each Congressional 
District 
in every state and two for the 
state at large. Electors would 
be required to take a binding 
pledge to support their party's 
candidate. 
CONDIR P's 
adoption 
would 
greatly 
reduce the power of 
the mid - city 
political ma­ 
chines, both Democratic 
and 
Republican. 
It would make 
every person's vote count for 
as much as any other person's. 
It would abolish the "winner- 
take-all" system of giving all 
of the state’s Electoral votes 
to the high man. CONDIRP is a 
plan for the people, and they 
would welcome action on it by 
Congress during this session.

Chicago: — The mob has gone 
mod. It’s decentralizing into a 
network of minimobs.

There no longer is the 
clean - cut line of authority as 
in the days 
of A1 Capone and 
Tony Accardo. 
So the Mafia’s national com­ 
mission and 
regional hier­ 
archies are forced to “ make 
meets" to enforce 
discipline 
and order executions. 
Here one learns that a recent 
Cosa Nostra high commission 
gathering in a New York re s­ 
taurant was called for approval 
of the execution of a tough thug, 
John (Sonny) 
Franzese, who 
had begun challenging the tradi­ 
tionalists with a band of some 
40 enforcers of his own. He was 
saved only when a court con­ 
victed him 
of looting banks 
while his men extorted money 
from small businesses. Only the 
terror tactics were old - fash­ 
ioned. 
May 8 at another “ meet" in the 
guise of a large social gather­ 
ing at a Buffalo, N.Y., restuar- 
ant lounge, 
men of another 
Mafia “family" 
conferred 
quietly.

THE MAUSOLEUM 
OF HALICARNASSUS 
King 
M ausolus, ru ler 
of 
what was then C aria 
in Asia 
Minor, died in 353 D. C. He 
was im m ortalized through 
a 
magnificent tomb erected for 
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him by his 
widow, A rtem isia, 
In C a rla's 
capital city 
of 
H alicarnassus 
on the south­ 
east shore of the Aegean Sea. 
Queen A rtem isia, who 
suc­ 
ceeded 
her husband on 
the 
throne, entrusted to architects 
Phlleas 
and Satyros the work 
of 
creating 
her late • hus­ 
band's 
m em orial on a grand 
scale. 
When 
she succumbed 
three years la te r — worn out by 
grief and from having absorbed 
daily, in her 
drink, the ashes 
of her loved on — construction 
stopped. It was finished later 
with the aid 
of 
three archi­ 
tects, a half a dozen well-known 
sculptors of that day, 
a n d 
thousands 
of heretofore 
un­ 
sung slave w orkers. 
The building consisted of five 
parts — a basem ent or podium, 
an enclosure of columns called 
a 
pteron, 
a phyram id, 
a 
pedestal, and a chariot group on 
top. 


The 
podium 
was built 
of 
greenstone, encased in m arble. 
The columned area consisted 
of 36 
Ionic columns, 
su r­ 
rounding the square enclosure. 
Between the columns probably 
stood single statues. From por­ 
tions of this part of the edifice 
recovered 
by B ritish archae­ 
ologists over 100 years ago, it 
appears that the principal frieze 
above the columns represented 
various Greek • type com bats. 
Above all this rose the pyra­ 
mid — atop of which were built 
24 steps leading to the apex or 
pedestal. On the apex stood a 
bigger • than - life chariot with 
a figure of Mausolus him self, 
accom panied by an Attendant.

of 
the devastation of H alicar­ 
nassus by Alexander the Great 
a few years la te r.

HOMES WERE 
FACTORIES, TOO 
When I was a boy the home 
was 
something 
other than a 
place 
in which to live. It was 
a workshop and small factory. 
Instead of going to grocery 
or 
bakery for bread, cakes 
and pies, their manufacture was 
a kitchen activity. Hot biscuits 
usually were made 
& served 
three times a day. Not 
many 
people 
used lightbread. 
In 
fact, a 
dividing line between 
Northern • bred 
families and 
those 
of the original Southern 
stock was their bread. When 
word got out that a new family 
preferred lightbread, the com­ 
munity classified it as Yankee, 
and gave it a lowrer rating than 
it often deserved. 
In our home, being of pure 
Virginia 
and Kentucky ances­ 
try, hot biscuits were served 
for breakfast and supper, corn- 
bread for dinner. That is, until 
my mother would inaugurate one 
of her 
occasional rebellions 
and stage a strike for some 
relief in the kitchen. 
’’From now on,” she would 
say, ” I’m going to make light­ 
bread, and you are going to eat 
it or go hungry.” This was be­ 
cause one baking would produce 
enough loaves to last for sev­ 
eral days, thus eliminating two 
daily turns at the biscuit task. 
With 10 children, the two par- 
entsgttP grandmother and the 
fre<lBm visitor», a tremendous 
number of biscuits were needed 
for supper and breakfast. But 
the strike always petered out 
by the third day. Being of Ken­ 
tucky stock, my mother just 
could not abide a Yankee varie­ 
ty of the staff of life. Her own 
hunger for hot biscuits would 
bring the strike to an inglor­ 
ious end. 
Other products of the home 
bakery were cakes, pies and 
puddings. Except at 
very rare 
intervals, only white cakes and 
yellow cakes were made. The 
job of icing them was almost 
a ceremony. Children flocked 
to the kitchen when word got 
around 
that their mother was 
stirring up a cake. This was 
not because of curiosity, for 
even the youngest knew that 
she was putting flour, eggs, 
milk, sugar, shortening and a 
dash of flavoring into a crock 
to be throughly mixed, poured 
into a regulation pan and shoved 
into the oven to bake. 
Spoon in hand, each youngster 
would scrape a few m orsels of 
the delicious dough which 
re­ 
mained in the crock. Then they 
waited for another reward. On 
the bottom of the pan, mother 
would place a lining of greased 
paper. It kept the underside of 
the cake from scorching. Then, 
when the 
cake was baked and 
the pan turned upside down so 
its 
contents could drop out 
upon the kitchen table, a thin 
layer would remain stuck to the 
paper, which would be divided 
among the juvenile custom ers. 
Only 
those who have thus 
participted in a family 
cake 


baking 
have any 
idea how 
delicious that cake-encrusted 
paper would taste. 
This was before the cookie 
era. That such things 
could 
be made from sugar was un­ 
known 
in our locality. House­ 
wives made what they called 
sweetcakes, 
usually 
from 
sorghum m olasses, but some­ 
tim es from the more expensive 
grade of southern syrup. After 
the dough was rolled out to the 
proper thickness it would 
be 
reduced to individual cake size 
by a cake cutter that was made 
specially for that purpose, or 
by 
the top of a can of some 
so rt. Served hot, as they usu­ 
ally 
were to eager children 
who ganged around at baking 
tim e, they were good beyond 
description. But, cold or hot, 
they were the sort that satis­ 
fied. 
Henry 
Sladek, who fled to 
America from Bohemia after 
collapse of the revolution in 
1848, and who was a graduate of 
Prague 
University, opened a 
bakery in Paris soon after the 
Civil War. He made wonderful 
bread, 
the 
sort 
that could 
be peeled from the loaf in flakes, 
but there were not enough cus­ 
tom ers to make it a paying busi­ 
ness. To improve cash receipts, 
he installed keg beer and a 
sm all stock of groceries, and 
lived happily ever after. 
Although yve had a 5-acre or­ 
chard which yielded all sorts of 
fruit abundantly every year, the 
only preserves our women folk 
made were from apples and wild 
crabapples. The crabapple var­ 
iety was terrible. I never could 
understand why 
my 
mother 
made 
that sort, except on the 
theory that not so much would 
be needed. Peaches and apples 
were dried for future use. Day in 
and day out, while supplies were 
available, my mother and 
the 
older girls would peel, core and 
slice apples, peel and seed 
peaches, which w ere scattered 
over sheets out in the sun until 
dry. Children hated the sight of 
them. 
Our home was also a clothing 
factory. All the suits for 
the 
father and five boys, and all the 
d resses and underwear needed

by the mother and the five girls, 
were made within its walls. But 
the job was not so big as might 
be imagined. This was because 
of the hand • me • down system 
that was in vogue. For instance, 
this year a suit would be made 
for 
father. He, in turn, would 
pass 
his old suit 
on to the 
oldest son, he to the next oldest, 
and so on until everybody had a 
different suit from what he had 
been wearing. 
As for the girls, alterations 
had to be made so that dresses, 
while the same, had a different 
contour, thus giving them a bet­ 
ter status 
in the public eye. 
There were no electric sewing 
machines, of course, not many 
of any other sort. My mother 
had one which could be set upon 
a table when needed. On 
one 
end was a crank. Thus, 
she 
turned the crank with her right 
hand while handling the sewing 
with the other. It was a tre­ 
mendous improvement over the 
primitive job so many other 
women did by hand and needle. 
Our home also was a carpet 
factory. From month to month, 
discarded garments of proper 
texture were torn into narrow 
strips, wound into balls and put 
away until weaving time. Be­ 
fore weaving, however, they 
were dyed into every color of the 
rainbow, 
which 
gave a rag 
carpet the varied tints incident 
to a finished product. 
Many homes had their 
own 
looms. My mother could not af­ 
ford that luxury, getting 
her 
weaving done on a neighbor's 
loom for a small charge 
per 
yard. The first silk dress 
in 
our large family was made from 
material she obtained 
in ex­ 
change 
for one of 
her 
rag 
carpets. 
Our home also was a family­ 
sized dairy. From our own cows 
the family of 12 was supplied 
with milk, butter and cottage 
cheese, all made in the home 
kitchen. Not having ice or re­ 
frigeration or any other so rt, 
the milk and butter were kept 
cool and sweet in buckets that 
were 
let down by ropes into 
the cold water of ourw all. When 
meal • time came some member 
of the family would draw 
the 
buckets 
up and take out what 
was needed. The man hours 
thus lost in the course of a year 
would have shocked a modern 
economist 
into 
nervous 
prostration. 
Our home was also a knitting 


factory, on a small scale. Our 
mother 
and 
the older girls 
seemed 
Just as addicted 
to 
knitting needles and crocheting 
hooks as their modern descen­ 
dants are to 
cigarettes 
and 
cards. 
No sooner would they 
finish a 
day's 
chores than 
they 
could 
pick 
up their 
knitting, settle down in 
a 
chair and get busy on a glove, 
a sock, a stocking or a scarf 
as 
women do now with their 
cigarettes. They could 
keep 
up 
a 
conversation without 
missing a stitch. 
Few housewives went to a store 
for such articles, all of which 
were made from yarn that was 
spun in the local woolen mill. 
Those yarn socks contributed 
much to frostbites which over­ 
took our feet during very cold 
weather. While in the house 
our feet would become warm 
and sweaty from the heat they 
engendered. Then, when 
we 
went 
outside the next thing we 
knew our heels and toes were 
frostbitten. Only those 
who 
have gone through such an attack 
have any idea of the itching and 
torture it entailed. Since peo­ 
ple no longer wear heavy yarn 
hosiery, they no longer 
are 
frostbite victims. 
Our 
home was also an infir­ 
mary. Always, it seemed, some 
member of the large family was 
sick or complaining. Our moth­ 
er 
was prepared for most any 
emergency, 
sometimes 
with 
remedies 
she 
made 
of 
barks and herbs from old fam­ 
ily recipes, 
more 
often with 
patent 
medicines. Those were 
the days before our pure food 
and drug 
law. Most of the 
patent 
medicines 
had whis­ 
key as their base, or were 
heavily 
impregnated 
with 
laundamum or knockout drops 
of other sorts. One variety stim­ 
ulated the patient to renewed 
efforts, 
the other threw him 
into a heavy sleep. Both did 
more harm than good. 
Our home was also a beauty 
parlor. Women had to do their 
own primping 
or go without- 
The trick was done with three 
items. One was a curling iron- 
Heated to the required tempera­ 
ture, it 
would put a beautiful 
eurl in their long tresses. Our 
mother used a single curl. It 
gave her quite a girlish appear­ 
ance and excited much family 
pride. Hie girls 
would 
have 
three or more. The second item 
was a box of whitening, to be 
rubbed over face and neck. The 
third was a beauty plaster. It 
was just a goodsized black dot1 
of courtplaster. Placed on the 
left 
cheek, 
midway between 
mouth and war, it created 
a 
roguish effect that 
was 
pleasing to the masculine eye.

NEW YORK (AT) — A study 
of the issu er involved in the con­ 
troversy of free p ress-fair trial 
says they cannot be solved by 
imposing curbs on the p ress to 
prevent publication of m aterial 
prejudicial to a defendant. 
It called, instead, for self-re­ 
straint 
011 the parts of courts 
and law enforcem ent machinery 
In 
giving out 
prejudicial in­ 
formation and a sserted tlut un­ 
til the issu es w ere resolved the 
p ress “ should voluntarily adopt 
codes of ethics and conduct .*• 
The study, appearing in book 
form titled “ C rim e ami Publici­ 
ty: The Impact of News on the 
Administration of J u stice,“ is 
published by the Twentieth Cen­ 
tury Fund, a foundation for re­ 
search and public education on 
current 
econom ic 
and social 
questions. 
Its authors are Alfred Friend­ 
ly, 
managing 
editor 
of the 
Washington Post now doing spe­ 
cial assignm ents in Europe, and 
Ronald L . Goldfhrb, Washington 
trial law yer. 
The controversy 
over free 
press-fair tria l, stim ulated by 
the ca ses of L ee Harvey Oswald 
and Dr. Samuel 11. Sheppard, 
becam e more acute la st October 
when the Am erican Bar A sso­ 
ciation Committee on Fair Trial 
and F ree P ress recomm ended 
blocking newspaper a c c e ss to 
som e crim inal ca se news and 
enforcing the restrain ts with the 
threat of contempt of court. 
Referring to the curbing of 
p ress freedom s, Friendly and 
Goldfarb say that, “ With all its 
faults, the p ress se r v e s the 
cause of justice far m ore than it 
subverts it. For it is the agent 


of public scrutiny." 
They wrote: 
“L aw s and regulations that 
would make new s coverage per­ 
ilous would gravely reduce the 
potential of the p ress to monitor 
the step-by-step march of each 
defendant along the road to jus­ 
tice. It Is unrealistic to expect 
the p r e ss to tie the vigilant 
watchdog while 
at 
the sam e 
time it is being threatened with 
punishment 
for 
publishing 
som ething which may seem to it 
central to an exposure of justice 
going awry but which may ap­ 
pear to the court as willful dis­ 
closu re of som e item 011 the list 
of taboos. 
“ For the sake of balance it is 
n ecessary to rem em ber that if 
the p ress behaved p recisely as 
its sev erest c r itic s w ished, the 
much w orse roots of unfair trial 
could 
still 
rem ain: coerced 
confessions 
and 
other outra­ 
geous 
police 
procedure, ab­ 
sence of com petent counsel, ra­ 
cial prejudice, clogged calen­ 
dars, 
various 
econom ic d is­ 
crim inations, 
shabby conduct 
by attorneys in court, archaic 
at ti dues 
about 
psychiatric 
testim ony, political p ressu re, 
comm unity prejudice and plain 
and sim ple corruption 
“ 1 1 the very ex ercise of the 
function that provokes the fair 
trial problem , the p ress is at the 
sam e tim e serving as the com ­ 
munity’s most effective instru­ 
ment for detecting and exposing 
those other, m ore serious ene­ 
m ies 
fair tr ia l.“ 
“ The point may be Illustrat­ 
ed,“ Friendly and Goldfarb a s­ 
sert, 
“ by a consideration of 
pretrial co n fessio n s, som ething 


at the top of alm ost every crit­ 
ic ’s roster of item s that should 
never be published before trial. 
“ Frequently 
the p ress pub­ 
lish e s a report that a defendant 
has made a confession; it would 
be fatuous to a ssert that the 
p ress always does so to serve a 
lofty objective. But, whatever 
the intent, publication may nev­ 
erth eless serve that objective. 
For the real social problem is 
not the publication but the coer­ 
cion of confession s. 
“ If a confession is truly volun­ 
tarily, it will be admitted at 
tria l, and the damage tlmt the 
p ress may bring about by prior 
publication 
w ill 
be 
inflicted 
against principle but not practi­ 
ca lity . If, how ever, the confes­ 
sion is coerced and is not admit­ 
ted at trial, then p retrial news 
of the confession may hurt the 
defendant's chances of getting 
an impartial jury. But it also 
constitutes a highly necessary 
and perhaps the only notice to 
the public of police m isfeas­ 
a n ce.“ 
To safeguard fair trial, the 
authors suggest: 
— “ Tin? courts have alw ays 
had the power to control the 
conduct of attorneys In court. 
They should apply that power. 
— “ The bar association s also 
have ample authority to control 
the conduct of thei: m em bers. 
— “ D istrict attorneys, who 
should be concerned with fair 
treatment of 
defendants, 
al­ 
ready have the power to enforce 
proper deportment by their sub­ 
ordinates. 
— “ The major problem , ca ll­ 
ing for the most extensive and 
drastic rem edial action, is ob­ 


viously in the police station. The 
task 
of commanding 
silence 
from every patrolman and de­ 
tective, humanly eager to sec 
his or his organization’s name 
attached to a piece of news indi­ 
cating good work in arresting a 
suspect, is exceedingly difficult 
but not im possible. A major re- 
evaluation of news policy by the 
police is required in alm ost ev­ 
ery jurisdiction in the United 
States.“ 
The 
authors 
advised 
the 
p ress: 
— “ When all e lse is done with 
com plete respect f o r the defend­ 
ant's right to a fair trial and the 
p ress 
nevertheless publishes 
information that is deliberately 
partisan, prejudicial in content, 
timing and volum e, and devoid 
of redeem ing purpose, then the 
p ress should not expect to be 
exempt from contem pt proceed­ 
ings. 
— “ If all other participants in 
the judicial p rocess behave with 
maximum care for defendants' 
rights, 
the 
public pressure 
against p ress irresponsibility 
on that score will be im m ense. 
And, 
contrary 
to the usual 
im pression, the public pressure 
can be effective. 
— “ The argument of the p ress 
tliat it cannot be blamed for 
publishing what official sources 
freely d isclose to it for publica­ 
tion is neither foolish nor hypo­ 
critical. 
But 
in 
a 
situation 
where other participants in the 
adm inistration of justice have 
cleaned their houses, the chal­ 
lenge to the p r e ss's own sense 
of decency will com e in much 
m ore 
im p ressive form than 
now. 
“ What should the p ress do to 
im prove the interim situation?” 
the 
w riters ask. “ The long­ 
standing answer is that it should 
voluntarily adopt codes of ethics 
and conduct.”

How can potentially hazardous locations in 
your city be eliminated to help a spot highway 
safety program? 
Here are some common city problems - and 
solutions - recommended by Allen T. Hayes, 
traffic engineer of Lansing, Mich. 
Problem: 
In alm ost every city, parked cars 
can be seen waiting for workers to emerge 
from industrial plants, stores and office build­ 
ings. 
These 
“ pick-up” 
cars often create 
jam s. 
Solution: 
An unpopular but effective solution, 
according to Hayes, is a “ No Stopping, Standing 
or 
Parking” 
regulation coupled with strict, 
constant enforcement and high fines. 
Problem: 
D rive-in facilities with limited 
parking space, 
including banks, auto-washes, 
drive-in theaters and restaurants, can cause 
congestion and a line of backed-up cars that 
may extend into the traveled lane of the street. 
Solution: 
Hayes, 
admitting this business­ 
generated problem is a difficult one, suggests 
a combined approach involving the coopera­ 
tion of city planners, traffic engineers and 
legislative bodies to curb the problem. 
Problem: 
Removing bushes, hedges, shrubs 
or trees because they 
constitute a traffic 
hazard may bring cries of protest from owners. 
Solution: A letter from the Forestry Division, 
pointing out the traffic hazard to the property 
owner, has been quite effective, Hayes reports, 
and has produced excellent public relations bene­ 
fits. 
Problem: 
How can you prevent drivers from 
running stop signs placed one block in advance 
of traffic signals? Hayes discovered that many 
drvers, watching the traffic signal ahead, ran 
the stop sign because they did not see it. 
Solution: 
Extra traffic control signs seem to 
be the best solution. At certain intersections, 
additional stop signs placed in, the center of the 
street produce good results. 
If your area has high-accident locations, 
it 
can qualify for federal spot highway improve­ 
ment funds, provided on a 50/50 matching 
basis by the Bureau of Public Roads when 
accident statistics are submitted to the agency. 
1'hese funds may be used to eliminate hazards 
and to install many road improvements, in­ 
cluding 
reflective 
traffic signs, 
road edge 
striping and better illumination.

Or is an unseated or a seated 
but expelled congressman still 
a congressman by virtue of his 
election, something like an ex­ 
communicated Catholic priest 
who remains a priest by virtue 
of his ordination? 
In the one case, the ultimate 
authority proceeds from a pow­ 
er higher than the church. In 
the other, the ultimate author­ 
ity resides with a power higher 
than the Congress -- the voters 
of the particular congressional 
district 
concerned, 
however 
misguided the rest of the nation 
may think them to be. 
More than Adam Clayton Pow­ 
ell's congressional 
status is 
involved in the answer to this 
question. There is

rest in the libel case

started all his difficulties. 


The 
Constitution is 
vague 
on the point. Section 5 of Ar­ 
ticle I states only that “ each 
House shall be the judge of the 
elections, returns and qualifi­ 
cations of its own mem bers,” 
and that “ each House may de­ 
termine the rules 
of its pro­ 
ceedings, punish its members 
for disorderly 
behavior, and, 
with the 
concurrence of 
two 
thirds, 
expel a 
member.” 
It says nothing about the Sen­ 
ate's or the House of Represen­ 
tatives' authority to exclude an 
elected member or for a state 
governor to act on that basis 
and call for a new election. 
Powell believes the 
Consti­ 
tution's 
silence is in his fa­ 
vor, since he otherwise meets 
the 
constitutional 
require­ 
ments of age, citizenship 
and 
residence - and duly certified 
election. He 
intends to carry 
the matter all the way to the 
Supreme Court. 
Clearly, this will bring a con­

of whether his seat is vacant. 
Better to have seated him and 
expelled him and allowed

to serve out his term 
on the 
island of Bimini and thus avoid 
the em barrassm ent of possibly 
having to seat him in the future 
and expel him, either as the re ­ 
sult of 
a new election (which 
he would undoubtedly win) or a 
judicial ruling in his favor. 
As it is now, the

versial congressman has only 
begun to make trouble for his 
erstwhile colleagues.

amendment proposing Reform 
of the system of electing

President of the United States 
was offered to Congress more 
than 170 years ago - on January 
6, 1797.

session of 
Congress has passed since then 
without one or more resolutions 
of this kind being Introduced. 
Yet none of the proposed con­ 
stitutional 
amendments 
have 
even 
been 
submitted 
to the 
states. 
The need for Reform 
still exists. 
Congress could, at its pres­ 
ent session, approve for sub­ 
mission to the State Legisla­ 
tures, a constitutional amend­ 
ment that would make the needed 
changes without abolishing the 
Electoral College. This is the 
best way, 
for the 
Electoral 
method Is 
among the 
basic 
tenets laid down by the Found­ 
e rs of Freedom to make 
the 
United states a Republic. 
The 
Congressional 
District 
Reform Plan, or CONDIRP for 
short, would 
preserve

Electoral College but

How can potentially hazardous locations in 
your city be eliminated to help a spot highway 
safety program? 
Here are some common city problems - and 
solutions - recommended by Allen T. Hayes, 
traffic engineer of Lansing, Mich. 
Problem: 
In almost every city, parked cars 
can be seen waiting for workers to emerge 
from industrial plants, stores and office build­ 
ings. 
These 
“ pick-up” 
cars often create 
jams. 
Solution: 
An unpopular but effective solution, 
according to Hayes, is a “ No Stopping, Standing 
or 
Parking” 
regulation coupled with strict, 
constant enforcement and high fines. 
Problem: 
Drive-in facilities with limited 
parking space, 
including banks, auto-washes, 
drive-in theaters and restaurants, can cause 
congestion and a line of backed-up cars that 
may extend into the traveled lane of the street. 
Solution: 
Hayes, admitting this business­ 
generated problem is a difficult one, suggests 
a combined approach involving the coopera­ 
tion of city planners, traffic engineers and 
legislative bodies to curb the problem. 
Problem: 
Removing bushes, hedges, shrubs 
or trees because they constitute a traffic 
hazard may bring cries of protest from owners. 
Solution: A letter from the Forestry Division, 
pointing out the traffic hazard to the property 
owner, has been quite effective, Hayes reports, 
and has produced excellent public relations bene­ 
fits. 
Problem: 
How can you prevent drivers from 
running stop signs placed one block in advance 
of traffic signals? Hayes discovered that many 
drvers, watching the traffic signal ahead, ran 
the stop sign because they did not see it. 
Solution: 
Extra traffic control signs seem to 
be the best solution. At certain intersections, 
additional stop signs placed in the center of the 
street produce good results, 
lf your urea has high-accident locations, 
it 
can qualify for federal spot highway improve­ 
ment funds, provided on a 50/50 matching 
basis by the Bureau of Public Roads when 
accident statistics are submitted to the agency, 
I he se funds may be used to eliminate hazards 
and to install many road Improvements, in­ 
cluding 
reflective 
traffic signs,

striping and better illumination.

Seven Wonders 
of The World 


THE MAUSOLEUM 
OF HALICARNASSUS 
King 
Mausolus, ruler 
of 
what was then Caria 
in Asia 
Minor, died in 353 B. C. He 
was immortalized through 
a 
magnificent tomb erected for 
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him by his 
widow, Artemisia, 
In Carla's 
capital city 
uf 
Halicarnassus 
on the south­ 
east shore of the Aegean Sea. 
Queen Artem isia, who 
suc­ 
ceeded 
her husband on 
the 
throne, entrusted to architects 
Phlleas 
and Satyros the work 
of 
creating 
her late - hus­ 
band's 
memorial 011 a grand 
scale. 
When 
she succumbed 
three years later - worn out by 
grief and from having absorbed 
daily, In her 
drink, the ashes 
of her loved 011 — construction 
stopped. It was finished later 
with the aid 
of 
three archi­ 
tects, a half a dozen well-known 
sculptors of that day, 
a n d 
thousands 
of heretofore 
un­ 
sung slave workers. 
The building consisted of five 
parts — a basement or podium, 
an enclosure of columns called 
a 
pteron, 
a phyramid, 
a 
pedestal, and a chariot group on 
top. 


The 
podium 
was built 
of 
greenstone, encased In marble. 
The columned area consisted 
of 36 
Ionic columns, 
sur­ 
rounding the square enclosure. 
Between the columns probably 
stood single statues. From por­ 
tions of this part of the edifice 
recovered 
by British archae­ 
ologists over 100 years ago, it 
appears that the principal frieze 
above the columns represented 
various Greek • type combats. 
Above all this rose the pyra­ 
mid — atop of which were built 
24 steps leading to the apex or 
pedestal. On the apex stood a 
bigger • than - life chariot with 
a figure of Mausolus himself, 
accompanied by an attendant. 
'Hie Fifth Wonder of the World 
is believed 
to have 
been 
lost to the 
world at the time 
of 
the devastation of Halicar­ 
nassus by Alexander the Great 
a few years later.

THE MAUSOLEUM 
OF HALICARNASSUS 
King 
Mausolus, ruler 
of 
what was then Carla 
In Asia 
Minor, died in 353 B. C. He 
was immortalized through 
a 
magnificent tomb erected for 
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him by his 
widow, Artemisia, 
In Carla’s 
capital city 
of 
Halicarnassus 
on the south­ 
east shore of the Aegean Sea. 
Queen A rtem isia, who 
suc­ 
ceeded 
her husband on 
the 
throne, entrusted to architects 
Phlleas 
and Satyros the work 
of 
creating 
ner late > hus­ 
band's 
memorial on a grand 
scale. 
When 
she succumbed 
three years later - worn out by 
grtef and from ha ving absorbed 
dally, in her 
drink, the ashes 
of her loved on — construction 
stopped. It was finished later 
with the aid 
of three archi­ 
tects, a half a dozen well-known 
sculptors of that day, 
a n d 
thousands 
of heretofore 
un­ 
sung slave workers. 
The building consisted of five 
parts - a basement or podium, 
an enclosure of columns called 
a 
pteron, 
a phyramid, 
a 
pedestal, and a chariot group cm 
top. 


The 
podium 
was built 
of 
greenstone, encased In m arble. 
The colulimed area consisted 
of 36 Ionic columns, 
sur­ 
rounding the square enclosure. 
Between the columns probably 
stood single statues. From por­ 
tions of this part of the edifice 
recovered by British archae­ 
ologists over IOO years ago, it 
appears that the principal frieze 
above the columns represented 
various Greek • type combats. 
Above all this rose the pyra­ 
mid -• atop of which were built 
24 steps leading to the apex or 
pedestal. On the apex stood a 
bigger • than . life chariot with 
a figure of Mausolus Iii niseif, 
accompanied by an attendant. 
The Fifth Wonder of the World 
Is believed 
to have 
been 
lost to the 
world at the time 
of the devastation of Halicar­ 
nassus by Alexander the Great 
a few years later.

When I Was A Boy

HOMES WERE 
FACTORIES, TOO 
When I was a boy the home 
was 
something 
other than a 
place 
in which to live. It was 
a workshop and small factory. 
Instead of going to grocery 
or 
bakery for bread, cakes 
and pies, their manufacture was 
a kitchen activity. Hot biscuits 
usually were made 
& served 
three tim es a day. Not 
many 
people 
used lightbread. 
In 
fact, a 
dividing line between 
Northern • bred 
families and 
those 
of the original Southern 
stock was their bread. When 
word got out that a new family 
preferred lightbread, the com­ 
munity classified it as Yankee, 
and gave it a lower rating than 
it often deserved. 
In our home, being of 
pure 
Virginia 
and Kentucky ances­ 
try, hot biscuits were served 
for breakfast and supper, corn- 
bread for dinner. That is, until 
my mother would inaugurate one 
of her 
occasional rebellions 
and stage a strike for some 
relief in the kitchen. 
“ From now on/* she would 
say, “ I'm going to make light­ 
bread, and you are going to eat 
it or go hungry.” This was be­ 
cause one baking would produce 
enough loaves to last for sev­ 
eral days, thus eliminating two 
daily turns at the biscuit task. 
With 10 children, the two par­ 
ent^, tfce grandmother and the 
frequent visitors, a tremendous 
number of biscuits were needed 
for supper and breakfast. But 
the strike always petered out 
by the third day. Being of Ken­ 
tucky stock, my mother just 
could not abide a Yankee varie­ 
ty of the staff of life. Her own 
hunger for hot biscuits would 
bring the strike to an inglor­ 
ious end. 
Other products of the home 
bakery were cakes, pies and 
puddings. Except at 
very rare 
intervals, only white cakes and 
yellow cakes were made. The 
jot) of icing them was almost 
a ceremony. Children flocked 
to the kitchen when word got 
around 
that ttieir mother was 
stirring up a cake. This was 
not because of curiosity, for 
even the youngest knew that 
she was putting flour, eggs, 
milk, sugar, shortening and a 
dash of flavoring into a crock 
to be throughly mixed, poured 
into a regulation pan and shoved 
into the oven to bake. 
Spoon in iiand, each youngster 
would scrape a few m orsels of 
the delicious dough which 
re­ 
mained in the crock. Then they 
waited for another reward. On 
the bottom of the pan, mother 
would place a lining of greased 
paper. It kept the underside of 
the cake from scorching. Then, 
when the 
cake was baked and 
the i>an turned upside down so 
its 
contents could drop out 
upon the kitchen table, a thin 
layer would remain stuck to the 
paper, which would be divided 
among the juvenile custom ers. 
Only 
those who have thus 
l>articipted in a family 
cake 


baking 
have any 
idea how 
delicious that cake-encrusted 
paper would taste. 
This was before the cookie 
era. That such things 
could 
be made from sugar was un­ 
known 
in our locality. House­ 
wives made what they called 
sweetcakes, 
usually 
from 
sorghum m olasses, but some­ 
times from the more expensive 
grade of southern syrup. After 
the dough was rolled out to the 
proper thickness it would 
be 
reduced to individual cake size 
by a cake cutter that was made 
specially for that purpose, or 
by 
tiie top of a can of some 
sort. Served hot, as they usu­ 
ally 
were to eager children 
who ganged around at baking 
time, they were good beyond 
description. But, cold or hot, 
they were the sort that satis­ 
fied. 
Henry 
Sladek, who fled to 
America from Bohemia after 
collapse of the revolution in 
1848, and who was a graduate of 
Prague 
University, opened 
a 
bakery in Paris soon after the 
Civil War. He made wonderful 
bread, 
the 
sort 
that could 
be peeled from the loaf in flakes, 
but there were not enough cus­ 
tomers to make it a paying busi­ 
ness. To improve cash receipts, 
he installed keg beer and 
a 
small stock of groceries, and 
lived happily ever after. 
Although we had a 5-acre or­ 
chard which yielded all sorts of 
fruit abundantly every year, the 
only preserves our women folk 
made were from apples and wild 
crabapples. The crabapple var­ 
iety was terrible. I never could 
understand 
why 
my 
mother 
made 
that sort, except on the 
theory that not so much would 
be needed. Peaches and apples 
were driedfor future use. Day in 
and day out, while supplies were 
available, my mother and 
the 
older girls would peel, core and 
slice apples, peel and seed 
peaches, which were scattered 
over sheets out in the sun until 
dry. Children hated the sight of 
them. 
Our home was also a clothing 
factory. All the suits for 
the 
father and five boys, and all the 
dresses and underwear needed

by the mother and the five girls, 
were made within its walls. But 
the job was not so big as might 
be Imagined. This was because 
of the hand - me • down system 
that was in vogue. For instance, 
this year a suit would be made 
for 
father. He, in turn, would 
pass 
his old suit 
on to the 
oldest son, he to the next oldest, 
and so on until everybody had a 
different suit from what he had 
been wearing. 
As for the girls, alterations 
had to be made so that dresses, 
while the same, had a different 
contour, thus giving them abet­ 
ter status 
in the public eye. 
There were no electric sewing 
machines, of course, not many 
of any other sort. My mother 
had one which could be set upon 
a table when needed. On 
one 
end was a crank. Thus, 
she 
turned the crank with her right 
hand while handling the sewing 
with the other. It was a tre­ 
mendous improvement over the 
primitive job so many other 
women did by hand and needle. 
Our home also was a carpet 
factory. From month to month, 
discarded garments of proper 
texture were torn into narrow 
strips, wound into balls and put 
away until weaving 
time. Be­ 
fore weaving, however, they 
were dyed into every color of the 
rainbow, 
which 
gave 
a rag 
carpet the varied tints incident 
to a finished product. 
Many homes had their 
own 
looms. My mother could not af­ 
ford that luxury, getting 
her 
weaving done on a neighbor's 
loom for a small charge 
per 
yard. The first silk dress 
in 
our large family was made from 
material she obtained 
in ex­ 
change 
for one of 
her 
rag 
carpets. 
Our home also was a family­ 
sized dairy. From our own cows 
the family of 12 was supplied 
with milk, butter and cottage 
cheese, all made in the home 
kitchen. Not having ice or re­ 
frigeration or any other sort, 
tiie milk and butter were kept 
cool and sweet in buckets that 
were 
let down by ropes into 
the cold water of ou. wall.When 
meal • time came some member 
of the family would draw 
the 
buckets 
up and take out what 
was needed. The man hours 
thus lost in the course of a year 
would have shocked a modern 
economist 
into 
nervous 
prostration. 
Our home was also a knitting 


factory, on a small scale. Our 
■ 
mother 
and 
the older girls 
seemed 
Just as addicted 
to 
knitting needles and crocheting 
hooks as their modern descen­ 
dants are to 
cigarettes 
and 
cards. 
No sooner would they 
finish 
a 
day's 
chores than 
they 
could 
pick 
up 
their 
knitting, settle down In 
a 
chair and get busy on a glove, 
a sock, a stocking or a scarf 
as 
women do now with their 
cigarettes. They could 
keep 
up 
a 
conversation without 
missing a stitch. 
Few housewives went to a store 
for such articles, all of which 
were made from yarn that was 
spun in the local woolen mill. 
Those yarn socks contributed 
much to frostbites which over­ 
took our feet during very cold 
weather. While in the house 
our feet would become warm 
and sweaty from the heat they 
engendered. Then, when 
we 
went 
outside the next thing we 
knew our heels and toes were 
frostbitten. Only those 
who 
have gone through such an attack 
have any idea of the Itching and 
torture it entailed. Since peo­ 
ple no longer wear heavy yarn

HOMES WEHE

When I was a boy the home 
was

other than a

a workshop and small factory.

a kitchen activity. Hot biscuits 
usually were made & served 
three times a day.

NEW YORK (AP) — A study 
of the issues involved in the con­ 
troversy of f r e e press-fair trial 
says they cannot be solved by 
imposing curbs on the press to 
prevent publication of material 
prejudicial to a defendant. 
It called, instead, for self-re­ 
straint on the parts of courts 
and law enforcement machinery 
in giving out prejudicial in­ 
formation and asserted that un­ 
til the issues were resolved the 
press “ should voluntarily adopt 
codes of ethics and conduct 
The study, appearing in book 
form titled “ Crime and Publici­ 
ty: The Impact of News on the 
Administration of Justice,” is 
published by the Twentieth Cen­ 
tury Fund, a foundation for re­ 
search and public education on 
current economic and social 
questions. 
Its authors are Alfred Friend­ 
ly, managing editor of the 
Washington Post now doing spe­ 
cial assignments in Europe, and 
Ronald L . Goldfhrb, Washington 
trial lawyer. 
The controversy over free 
press-fair trial, stimulated by 
the cases of Lee Harvey Oswald 
and Dr. Samuel 11. Sheppard, 
became more acute last October 
when the American Bar Asso­ 
ciation Committee on Fair Trial 
and Free Press recommended 
blocking newspaper access to 
some criminal case news and 
enforcing the restraints with the 
threat of contempt of court. 
Referring to the curbing of 
press freedoms, Eriendly and 
Goldfnrb say that, “ With all its 
faults, the press serves the 
cause of justice far more than it 
subverts it. For it is the agent 


of public scrutiny .” 
They wrote: 
“Laws and regulations that 
would make news coverage per­ 
ilous would gravely reduce the 
potential of the press to monitor 
the step-by-step march of each 
defendant .dong the road to jus­ 
tice. It is unrealistic to expect 
the press to be the vigilant 
watchdog while at the same 
time it Is being threatened with 
punishment 
for 
publishing 
something which may seem to it 
central to an exposure of justice 
going awry but which may ap­ 
pear to the court as willful dis­ 
closure of some item on the list 
of tattoos. 
“ E’or the sake of balance it is 
necessary to rem em ber that if 
the press behaved precisely as 
its severest critics wished, the 
much worse roots of unfair trial 
could 
still 
rem ain: coerced 
confessions and other outra­ 
geous 
police 
procedure, ab­ 
sence of competent counsel, ra­ 
cial prejudice, clogged calen­ 
dars, 
various economic dis­ 
criminations, shabby conduct 
by attorneys in court, archaic 
attidues 
about 
psychiatric 
testimony, political pressure, 
community prejudice and plain 
and simple corruption 
“ I i the very exercise of the 
function that provokes the fair 
trial problem, the press is it the 
same time serving as the com­ 
munity’s most effective instru­ 
ment for detecting and exposing 
those other, more serious ene­ 
mies of fair tria l.” 
“ The point may be illustrat­ 
ed,” Friemily and Goldfarb as­ 
sert, “ by a consideration of 
pretrial confessions,something 


at the top of almost every crit­ 
ic’s roster of items that should 
never be published before trial. 
“ Frequently the press pub­ 
lishes a report that a defendant 
has made a confession; it would 
l>e fatuous to assert that the 
press always does so toservea 
lofty objective. But, whatever 
the intent, publication may nev­ 
ertheless serve that objective. 
E’or the re.d social problem is 
not the publication but the coer­ 
cion of confessions. 
“ If a confession is truly volun­ 
tarily, it will be admitted at 
trial, and the damage that the 
press may bring about by prior 
publication 
will 
be inflicted 
against principle but not practi­ 
cality. If, however, the confes­ 
sion is coerced and is not admit­ 
ted at trial, then pretrial news 
of the confession may hurt the 
defendant's chances of getting 
an impartial jury. But it also 
constitutes a Uglily necessary 
and perhaps the only notice to 
the public of police misfeas­ 
ance.” 
To safeguard fair trial, the 
authors suggest: 
— “ Tin? courts have always 
had the power to control the 
conduct of attorneys in court. 
They should apply that power. 
— “ The bar associations also 
liave amide authority to control 
the conduct of theii members. 
— “ District attorneys, who 
should be concerned with fair 
treatment of 
defendants, 
al­ 
ready have the power to enforce 
proper deportment by their sub­ 
ordinates. 
— “ The major problem, call­ 
ing for the most extensive and 
drastic remedial action, is ob­ 


viously in the puiice station. The 
task 
of commanding silence 
from every patrolman and de­ 
tective, humanly eager to sec 
his or his organization's name 
attached to a piece of news indi­ 
cating good work in arresting a 
suspect, is exceedingly difficult 
but not impossible. A major re- 
evaluation of news policy by the 
police is required in almost ev­ 
ery jurisdiction in the United 
States.*’ 
The 
authors 
advised 
the 
press: 
— “ When all else is done with 
complete respect for the defend­ 
ant's right to a fair trial and the 
press 
nevertheless publishes 
information that is deliberately 
partisan, prejudicial in content, 
timing and volume, and devoid 
of redeeming purpose, then the 
press should not expect to be 
exempt from contempt proceed­ 
ings. 
— “ If all other participants in 
the judicial process behave with 
maximum care for defendants' 
rights, 
the 
public pressure 
against press irresponsibility 
on that score will be immense. 
And, 
contrary 
to the usual 
im pression, the public pressure 
can be effective. 
— “ The argument of the press 
tliat it cannot be blamed for 
publishing what official sources 
freely disclose to it for publica­ 
tion is neither foolish nor hypo­ 
critical. 
But 
in a situation 
where other participants in the 
administration of justice have 
cleaned their houses, the chal­ 
lenge to the press's own sense 
of decency will come in much 
more 
impressive form than 
now. 
“ What should the press do to 
improve the interim situation'?" 
the w riters ask. “ The long­ 
standing answer is that it should 
voluntarily adopt codes of ethics 
and conduct."

NEW YORK (AP) — A study 
of the Issues Involved in the con­ 
troversy of free press-fair trial 
says they caimot be solved by 
Imposing curbs on the press to 
prevent publication of material 
prejudicial to a defendant. 
It callet!, Instead, for self-re­ 
straint on the parts of courts 
and law enforcement machinery 
In giving out prejudicial in­ 
formation and asserted Hut un­ 
til the issues were resolved the 
press ‘‘should voluntarily adopt 
codes of ethics and conduct.” 
Hie study, appearing In book 
form titled “ Crime and Publici­ 
ty: The Impact of News on the 
Administration of Justice/* is 
published by the Twentieth Cen­ 
tury Fund, a foundation for re­ 
search and public education on 
current economic and social 
questions. 
Its authors are Alfred Friend­ 
ly, 
managing 
editor 
of the 
Washington Post now doing spe­ 
cial assignments in Europe, and 
Ronald L . Goldfrrb, Washington 
trial lawyer. 
Hie controversy over free 
press-fair trial, stimulated by 
the cases of Lee Harvey Oswald 
and Dr. Samuel ll. Sheppard, 
became more acute last October 
when the American bar Asso­ 
ciation Committee on Fair Trial 
and Free Press recommended 
blocking newspaper access to 
some criminal case news and 
enforcing the restraints with the 
threat of contempt of court. 
Referring to the curbing of 
press freedoms, Friendly and 
Goldfarb say H ut, “ With all its 
fruits, the press serves the 
cause of justice far inure Hun it 
subverts it. For it is the agent 


of public scrutiny.” 
Ttiey wrote: 
“Laws and regulations Hut 
would make news coverage per­ 
ilous would gravely reduce the 
potential of the press to monitor 
the step-by-step march of each 
defendant along the road to jus­ 
tice. It Is unrealistic to expect 
tile press to be the vigilant 
watchdog while at the same 
time it Is being threatened with 
punishment 
for 
publishing 
something which may seem to it 
central to an exposure of justice 
going awry but which may ap­ 
pear to the court as willful dis­ 
closure of some item on the list 
of taboos. 
“ For the sake of balance His 
necessary to rem em ber that if 
the press behaved precisely as 
its severest critics wished, the 
much worse routs of unfair trial 
could 
still 
rem ain: coerced 
confessions and oilier outra­ 
geous 
police 
procedure, ab­ 
sence of competent counsel, ra­ 
cial prejudice, clogged calen­ 
dars, 
various economic dis­ 
crim inations, shabby conduct 
by attorneys in court, archaic 
attidues 
about 
psychiatric 
testimony, political pressure, 
community prejudice and plain 
and simple corruption 
“ I i the very exercise of the 
function that provokes the fair 
trial problem, the press is at the 
same time serving as the com­ 
munity's most effective instru­ 
ment for detecting and exposing 
those oilier, more serious ene­ 
mies unfair tria l.” 
“ The point may be illustrat­ 
ed,” Friendly and Goldfrrb as­ 
sert, “ by a consideration of 
pretrial confessions,something 


at the top of almost every crit­ 
ic's roster of item s that should 
never be published before trial. 
“ Frequently the press pub­ 
lishes a report that a defendant 
has made a confession; It would 
be fatuous to assert Hut the 
press always does so to serve a 
lofty objective, but, whatever 
the Intent, publication may nev­ 
ertheless serve that objective. 
For the real social problem is 
not the publication but the coer­ 
cion of confessions. 
“ If a confession is truly volun­ 
tarily, it will be admitted at 
trial, and the damage that the 
press may bring about by prior 
publication 
will 
be inflicted 
against principle but not practi­ 
cality. If, however, the confes­ 
sion is coerced and Is not admit­ 
ted at trial, then pretrial news 
of the confession may hurt the 
defendant's chances of getting 
an impartial jury. But it also 
constitutes a highly necessary 
and perhaps the only notice to 
Hie public of police misfeas­ 
ance.” 
To safeguard fair trial, the 
authors suggest: 
— “ The courts have always 
had the power to control the 
conduct of attorneys in court. 
TTiey should apply that power. 
— “ The bar associations also 
have ample authority to control 
the conduct of their members* 
— “ District attorneys, who 
should be concerned with fair 
treatment of defendants, al­ 
ready have the i>ower to enforce 
proper deportment by their sub­ 
ordinates. 
— “ Tile major problem ,call­ 
ing for the most extensive and 
drastic remedial action, is ob-

vt on sly in the police station. The 
task 
of commanding silence 
from every patrolman and de­ 
tective, humanly eager to sec 
his or his organization’s name 
attached to a piece of news indi­ 
cating good work in arresting a 
suspect, is exceedingly difficult 
but not impossible. A major re­ 
evaluation of news policy by the 
police is required in almost ev­ 
ery jurisdiction in the United 
States.” 
The 
authors 
advised 
the 
press: 
— “ When all else is done with 
complete respect for the defend­ 
ant's right to a fair trial and the 
press 
nevertheless publishes 
information that is deliberately 
partisan, prejudicial bi content, 
timing and volume, and devoid 
of redeeming purpose, then the 
press should not expect to be 
exempt from contempt proceed­ 
ings. 
— “ Lf all other participants in 
tile judicial process behave with 
maximum care for defendants' 
rights, 
the 
public pressure 
against press irresponsibility 
on that score will tie immense. 
And, 
contrary 
to the usual 
Impression, the public pressure 
can be effective. 
— “ Hie argument of the press 
tliat it cannot be blamed for 
publishing what official sources 
freely disclose to it for publican 
tion is neither foolish nor hypo­ 
critical. 
But 
in a situation 
where other participants bi the 
administration of justice have 
cleaned their houses, the chal­ 
lenge to the p re ss's own sense 
of decency will come in much 
more 
im pressive form than 
now. 
“ What should the press do to 
improve the interim situation?” 
Hie w riters ask. “ The long­ 
standing answer is that it should 
voluntarily adopt codes of ethics 
and conduct.”

Given these, 
he will score a forecast 100 
percent even if a sudden after­ 
noon thunderstorm drops an 
unexpected three inches of rain 
on a nearby farm. 
The operator of a ferry on a 
Mississippi 
River 
crossing 
won’t complain if temperature 
or rainfall forecasts are inac­ 
curate if he has a reliable ad­ 
vance warning of major rises in 
river stages that might flood ac­ 
cess roads or landing ramps. 
A farmer watching 
drought- 
stressed beans dry up doesn’t 
complain when 2 l/z inches of 
rain fall on his fields after the 
forecaster has estimated a one 
inch total. 
A forecaster may achieve 100 
percent accuracy in 
rainfall 
predictions for the desert re­ 
gions of California for months 
at a time. Those 100 percent 
accurate forecasts are worth­ 
less to the farmer fciced with 
harvesting a Missouri corn, 
wheat or cotton crop. 
If a weather forecast is going 
to be useful it has to tell you 
whether a critical weather ele­ 
ment will occur at your location 
with significant magnitude to af­ 
fect your planning. If you aren't 
planning a weather sensitive ac­ 
tivity, a 100 percent accurate 
forecast is of no value to you. 
Nor will a 50 percent accurate 
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forecast hurt you. 
Brief, light showers

cloudy skies to be scored as a 
miss. 
Lf tliut same forecast 
tells you that a turn to colder 
weather makes a cotton plant­ 
ing risky, it lias performed 
100 percent in terms of sav­ 
ing you a replanting.

currence or non-occurrence of 
showers lias no meaning to you 
since the critical weather ele­ 
ment was temperature. 
Forecast accuracy should be 
weighed in terms of the problem 
at liand.
